A while ago (2 weeks?) I asked about impedance matching for an unknown 
xtal filter. Many of the great people on this list sent helpful 
information and suggestions. I was hoping share the results with the 
list but, my efforts got interrupted with the birth of my first 
daughter. I have since lost a lot of sleep, several IQ points and my 
notes 8> 


The plan was install a surplus xtal filter in the IF of my OHR100 
40M. The only thing I knew about the filter was the center freq 
9.07MHz. This is very close to the stock freq of the OHR's 9.00MHz 
IF. 


WHAT I THINK I LEARNED: 
1) It is very difficult to determine the bandwidth of a xtal filter 
without a very stable RF gen. 


2) It is best to determine the bandwidth _before_ you take your rig 
apart :) 


3) It is really easy to make a xtal osc with the NE602. Then you can 
mix in your freq gen to determine bandwidth of an unknown filter. The 
xtal must be the center freq of the filter you want to test. 


4) Since the OHR uses sockets for the IC's, The stock filter can be 
bypassed by lifting two pins. This makes experimentation a breeze - 
as long as you do not have to change the IF frequency (like I did). 

Two xtals are required to change the IF. I order mine through Jans. 


5) I believe narrow xtal filter are often 50-200 Ohm, wider ones tend 
to have higher impedance 1K-2K Ohm. The OHR 100 is designed for 200 
Ohm IF xtal filtering. 


I also made a test circuit: 
I used a NE602 and the 9.07MHz xtal to drive the filter. I then 
hooked up the test oscillator to the mixer of NE602.

Next I looked at the output of the filter with the scope. Of coarse 
the 9.07MHz came through nicely, but it allowed 2KHz of low frequency 
through also. This wave form went away when the frequency was changed 


+/- KHz.

It seems to me that this pretty much proves that the filter's bandpass 
is about 2KHz - not a good match for a CW rig. 


I did temporarily install the filter and change one of the xtals in 
the OHR. It definitely decreased the selectivity. Maybe its time to 
start doing some SSB stuff.

G'day All, 


A few weeks back there was some discussion on prototyping circuits. 
In my paid hobby time (ie: work) I prototype with 0603 surface mount 
components, as well as SOT devices and SSOP ICs. It can be a REAL pain 
if you don't do it the right way. 


The technique I use is to create little "pads" on a double sided 
PCB. I do this by scoring thin lines of pcb around the pad and lifting 
these lines (or tracks) with a very hot soldering iron. I plan on 
paper where I need the pads and how big they need to be. The smaller 
you make the pad, the greater the chance of lifting it off accidently 
when removing the copper from around it. Its helps to have a scalpul 
and metal rular when you try this technique. 


I dont reconmend anyone try to prototype with 0603 unless they 
really have to. You can lose 100's of components with one sneeze! 
Trust me. 0804 or 1206 would be a much better way to go. Many places 
these days sell kits of surface mount components. These can be 
expensive, but save a lot of time when sourcing parts. I've picked up 
a large variety of cheap surface mount resistors and capacitors from 
Surplus component resellers too. 


Avoid prototyping with surface mount IC's if you can. The pins 
break very easily, and you will usually need to lift the IC off the 
copper underneath. I usually glue a small piece of PCB under the IC. 


You can create lots of little pads around the IC and solder small 
pieces of wire wrape wire from each pad to each pin. Its time 
consuming, fragile and a pain in the arse. However, there are some 
really neat chips coming out these days that are only available in 
SSOP or similar. One day, we wont have a choice! 


The right tools are needed as well. Some good tweezers, ones that 
have diffierent angles on the head. A fine tipped soldering iron. Some 
solder flux (this is a must). Some low melting point solder. A good 
magnifying glass. The extra flux helps get heat into the joint. These 
days you can get flux with low impurities, so you dont need to clean 
it off (but I still do cause I dont like sticky fingers). 


Surface mount prototyping may look complicated, but I have come to 
enjoy using SM more than through hole. You dont need any special 
reflow hot air guns or anything like that. Make sure you DONT strain 
your eyes. Use a well lit areas or special down lamp just on your 
board. I'm young (23) so my eyes are still 20/20, but I get them 
tested every year. If you work in the electronics industry, its 
probably a good idea if you get yours tested regularly as well.

KI7MN has a great looking antenna called the Flamethrower. It is a light 
weight and the center connector and the end insulators are made from an old 
Bic Lighter. It looks like a neat antenna and uses the very small RG174u as 
feed line. The charts show RG174 as having about 3.5db attenuation per 100 
feet at around 7 mhz. For this reason some people don't use RG174 for feeding 
antennas. The size makes it VERY tempting however. They also say that the 
Aerodinamics of a Bumble Bee says that they can't fly but they can fly 
backwards when they want to. It would also be great if RG174U made good 
feedline for portable QRP operations.

I read a posting on another list of someone using plastic coat 
hangers--the type that are 6-10 for a buck or so from Walmart. 


For most HF purposes, transmission line from an antenna to an ATU can be 
almost any "high" value from 300-600 ohms or so. For open wire line of 
this sort, whatever the spacer, the standard equations in the HB will 
provide quite accurate info on the Zo--or allow you to tailor your Zo, in 
case you have any critical situations or want to then calculate an open or 
shorted stub reactance value. HAMCALC from VE3ERP has a program for 
calculating the Zo (or given any 2 of these: Zo, wire size, 
center-to-center spacing, calculating the third). 


Knowing the Zo of the line you make is handy if you have trouble in making 
a match with an ATU, since the transformation of the antenna feed R+/-jX 
down the line to the ATU is dependent on the Zo of the line--and you may 
get an indication from the exercise of how much to lengthen or shorten the 
line to present the ATU with values it handles comfortably (meaning 
efficiently). See also W6RCA's notes on using line lengths alone (plus a 
1:1 balun) to tune an all-band doublet. 


For spacers, I like to drill a hole as a tight fit for the wire and then 
cut a thinner slot from the hole to the spacer end. Leave any burrs as 
grippers. Now just press the wire into the slot until it reaches the 
hole. Takes good effort to slide and stays in place. Then, when all is 
set, see the HB recommendation for bridge wires to hold the spacer 
permanently. For plastic, a little heat on the wire often gives a "melt 
fit" that is pretty durable, but if the line takes a weather beating, 
bridges are more durable. 


Just some extra ideas for the pot.

Interesting idea and probably right for weak signals with no close 
adjacent qrm, though the difference might be overcome by use of the 


volume control (turn it up for the lower energy low frequency note). 


The value of the lower frequencies is supposed to be for the mental 
filter. We separate signals, one at 400 Hz, the other at 300 Hz or 500 


Hz better than we do the between 700 Hz and 600 Hz or 800 Hz. In both 
cases the difference is +/-100 Hz, but the hundred Hz difference is a 
larger fraction of 400 than it is of 700 and the brain (the theory goes) 
has an easier time ignoring an unwanted signal when the lower pitch is 
used. 


To test this, turn off your narrow filters. Mine are centered at 700 
Hz, so 400 Hz is outside the passband for a 250 Hz filter.

Granted their is 
a lot of difference between ground mounted and in the air verticals but a 
5/8 mounted on top of a house with a few radials to work against is a hot 
antenna and IMHO better that any dipole.

As Len was replying to one of my posts let me jump in here and explain 
that in my location, with a ground mounted vertical, checking into the 
local net is a nightmare. Most everyone else is using beams and my 
ground mounted vertical antenna is anything but in the clear. I can 
barely make contact with anyone outside of 10 or 12 mile of my QTH until 
they switch to a vertical if available. Cross polarization is a major 
factor in local communtications on 10 meters. I realize a 3 to 4 S-unit 
increase in signal strength when the net contral station switches to his 
vertical. I got 2 or so s-units better with my dipole (up 20 feet in 
the trees) against his beam. 


It is true however that cross polarization is not an issue on skipping 


signals as the polarization does skew with distance.

Good analysis Scott, but think about this, for a higher frequency, the 
response time required would be higher. For someone who's hearing setup 
cannot respond as quickly, you will end up with distorted waveforms, I 
suppose pretty much like putting a large capacitor across an audio line. 
Consequently, the frequency response will peak somewhere and that somewhere 
may be "low" for some people. It does not, of course, follow that lower is 
better because, the ear doesn't work that way. It may however, imply that 
some frequencies are better than others and that may not be determined 
solely by the analysis which you provided, albeit an excellent one. I 
suppose the other factors are really too variable to usefully include in an 
equation. Stuff like ear cavity size, length of ear channel, eustacian tube, 
size of hammer/anvil/stirrup, all make the ear like a complex filter 
network. 


Enough rambling :-) Thanks anyway. I thought the idea was cool!

The IF amplifier that immediately follows a mixer having conversion loss 
is important in modern approaches to linear receiver front end design. 


When mixers are used directly on the incoming RF signals (w/o 
pre-amplification), the IF amplifier should have a low noise figure, 
high intercept point and a constant (broadband) input impedance.

I have been switching between 800 and 750. 
I'm trying to use 800 at the moment. 


I am partially deaf,and have a constant ringing 
in my ears.Usually the ringing is very high in 
pitch so a lower tone is good for me to listen too. 


I used the 750 for a long time and found it pleasant 
to listen to. Now the 800 seems better. 


Perhaps this is due to a change in my hearing? 


When listening to (Phone) mode, I attenuate the low 
frequencies and amplify the 1KHz. tone I also leave 
the high pitch 3KHz to 10 Khz in the normal position 
on the equalizer.

Zack - I read your post and am curious as to what application you would 
have for a < 1 dB noise figure amplifier at HF ?? Is it for terrestial RF 
applications? It seems to me that a 1 or 2 dB noise figure front end is 
adequate even for the most demanding HF work I know about; Mode A Satellite 
work on 10M. You have piqued my curiosity though. 


I am aware of and have used low noise (0.5 dB or so as I recall) amplifiers 
in the past at about 1MHz, however they were cooled to LN2 temperatures and 
used for amplification of an IR detector in an electrooptical sensor. I 
don't think that is what you want. :%) 


I am sure you know more about this than I do, but the low noise GaAs 
devices common for low noise VHF work have a "bathtub" shaped noise curve. 
They generally show a sharp rise in noise voltage with decreasing frequency 
below 100 MHz or so. They are optimized for TV and personal comomunication 
use. Silicon devices are probably a better choice below 100 MHz. 


When I worked at Hughes there was a lore built up over the years concerning 
several "magic" low noise devices. One of the senior engineers had a 
"stock" of Germanium JFETs that were built in the early to mid 60s by TI 
that were very low noise. He claimed they were better than anything made to 
that time and kept them locked in his desk drawer and only doled them out 
to people he liked. Like candy to starving children. This was in the mid 
80s and GaAs devices were just starting to become available at reasonable 
prices and good performance. Still many of the engineers spoke of these Ge 
parts with reverence, and the one I saw in use was very good. Germanium has 
its own set of reliability problems which is why they aren't readily 
available anymore. 


The Siliconix U310 JFET was also highly regarded as a low noise device. 
Some lots were better than others and when electronic stores got in a new 
shipment from the distributor word would spread and some of the engineers 
would swoop down on stores and obtain all they had available. The techs 
then would be set to work measuring noise figures and input capacitances. 
They would keep the best and return the rest to stores. Siliconix caught on 


to this, realized that there was a good market in selected parts and 
started screening them before shipping. They would ship the best parts as 
"preferred" and relabel them as U311 or something. I think they charged 
more too :4). 


The U310 is a nice part to use in a common gate circuit. As I recall the 
grounded gate input impedence is 50 or 70 Ohms which makes input and output 
matching easy. The J310 is a plastic equivalent which is not always stable 
at VHF, but should be ok at HF. I think that the J310 is probably a better 
choice at HF than the coommonly used MPF102s. I think they are still 
available as I see them in price lists from time to time. 


A cascode circuit using two U310s makes a nice high gain low noise 
amplifier, as is a cascode circuit implemented with a dual gate MOSFET. The 
MOSFETs tend to be noisier at low frequencies than do the JFETs, but I have 
used one for Mode A satellite work that worked well. Up until a few years 
ago, The Handbook used to have a set of circuits for both MOSFET and GaAs 
preamplifiers from 28 MHz to 432 MHz. As I recall the noise performance was 
essentially similar for the two devices through 6M, and not much difference 
at 2M. Above that the GaAs really was superior.

There was a short blurb on this subject in the Technical Topics column in 
RadComm several years ago. Someone (a Physcologist?) had done a study at a 
"rally" (hamfest to us yanks). 


They tested a number of "subjects" (Hams) with differing CW abilities and 
experience. Prior to testing the "subjects" were asked to write down at 
what tone they liked to copy CW. The subjects were then tested by letting 
them copy CW at various speeds and interference conditions. The subject 
could vary the tone to his/her preference during the tests. 


I don't have the article with me now, but the results I recall were quite 
interesting; 


a) I think the preferred tone was near 600 Hz, with a wider spread up than 
down. 


b) Nearly everybody set the oscillator below the tone they said they 
preferred to copy. The exception was a musician who copied exactly at the 
tone he said he preferred. 


c) More experienced CW ops generally preferred a lower tone than those with 
less experience. 


d) Most preferred lower tones in the presence of interference. 
Maybe a "G" reader can look up the original article and correct me. 
I find I prefer a rather low tone, 550Hz, but I do vary the pitch control 


from about 450 Hz to 600 Hz. I have an old SB110 with a high pitched 
sidetone (1kHz?) that drives me crazy. - Duffey KK6MC/5

I forgot to mention on my last post that the networks discussed can 

be used with loops, dipoles, etc. I have not used them with dissimilar 
antennas so I can't comment as to how they would work with something 

like that. However, with like antennas, verticals or inverted v dipoles, 
I find there is very little to compare with the ability to completely 
null a station into the noise at 25 or 30 db, then switch to the opposite 
direction and find the same head and shoulders above others not in line 
with the antenna. Do keep in mind that the forward pattern is very, 

VERY broad compared to a yagi.

I have operated with phased verticals, both multiband and single band 

for the past 30 years with good results. For Foxy's question - 

I have used spacings of 1/8 to 1/2 wavelength with varying results. 

You can find pattern drawings from very small spacings to over 1 wavelength 
with varying amounts of phasing in Antennas - edited by Jasik, and 

in 73 Vertical antennas by Ed Noll. In addition, some patterns are 

in the classic vertical antenna handbook by Paul Lee - N6PL. For those 
that asked about the phase network, I found that Lee's Ohms Law network 

as described in his book was the best for me. It provided up to near 30 db 
£/b and substantial forward gain at a low angle. I think the forward 

gain in the neighborhood of 3 db and maybe approaching 4 to 5 db in the 
broadside configuration. The network uses a power divider setup as 

well as the phasing and directional switching which is for unidirection 
(for me NE/SW and broadside for NW/SE bidirectional). There has 


numerous articles on phased arrays using resistors, networks (fixed) 
and coax. Most of these limit the antenna to a fixed frequency for 

the optimum performance. For the multiband or multifrequency uses, 

I use the Ohms Law network or a simple 1/c network with a 3p3t switch 
for the directional switching. Spacing I chose was 23 feet (30 meters) 
which is quite good for 40, 20 and 17. It is still workable on 80 but 
basically a gain omni antenna. One final comment about drawings; 

Jerry Swank, W8HXR (SK) used to write about phased arrays, verticals, 
dipoles, slopers, and had in 73 magazine in the late 70's or early 80's 
(just after they went large page format) a two part article called 
"Novice Guide to Phased Arrays". It shows various configurations, 
Spacing and phasing patterns for .125 spacing to 1.0 and phasing from 

@ deg to 180 deg. Hope the comments are helpful to those contemplating 
such a system. Oh yes, if the system is remoted - hard to adjust for 
the maximum £/b at a particular frequency. Simply bring the feeders- 
exact equal lengths into the shack to the network and then twiddle 

the capacitors for best results.

Mike, 


I just finished the same NW80/20 kit for 30 meters & had similar problems 
with the VFO range. I tried compressing the turns on the toroid, but I 
wound the coil a little too tight to adjust much. It wasn't resolved until 
I added 1 additional turn. That fixed it right up. 


The frequency range on the 30 meter version is 35 KHz - I believe that its 
specified on the spec sheet. This seems pretty narrow, but it works out 
OK. I set the lower limit at 10.100, which made the upper edge at 10.135, 
which covers the majority of the activity on the band. 


by the way, be sure to refer to the post by Leonard Barish about the 
impedance mismatch on the audio filter - it fixes the keying problem with 
the filter on. Also, I set up my audio filter for max. gain. I may have a 
little ringing, but boy does it ever pick up a weak sig!

Hello Laura, 


I built the Huff & Puff VFO from RadCom too. I built it "ugly 
fashion" on a bit of copper clad board and used a 20 MHz 
oscillator module which I salvaged from a computer motherboard. 

I had trouble at first because my varicap, which was a transistor 
junction, produced too much frequency shift. Once I had corrected 
this to the amount of shift described by the author, it worked 
very well. Quite stable for over half an hour. I added the source 
follower circuit to see what the control voltage was doing. You 
could keep this circuit attached, and monitor the source voltage 
with a couple of comparators which would light a High or Low LED 
if the control voltage came near to the upper or lower limit. 
This would indicate that it was time to push the Reset button. 

I don't have a project for this VFO yet but I'm sure I'll be 
using it before long.

Hello, 


I have been using RG174 as portable feedline for years and I am very happy 
about the results! I would not like to carry 100 feet feedline with me 
when backpacking. My standard length is 8 meters which normaly is enough 
to reach down into the tent (usually I use a fishingpole as a support for 
an inverted vee, but also tree-hung dipoles). For 80 meters dipoles I use 
15 meters as the size of the dipole sometimes makes problems in reaching 
the tent. 


Assuming that you dont run the cable as a tuned feedline but with a reasonable 
matched antenna , say SWR <= 2 you will have a total feedline loss at 

14 MHz and below of 1 dB, at 21 MHz rising to 1.3 dB (but using a better 
matched antenna it is down to 1 dB again). 


One summer I was camping in Norway, normaly at the bottom of the valey between 


the mountains. Worked all over Europe with my HW9 and the inverted vee, very 
hastily built before leaving. Did not carry an SWR meter but when I got home 
again and had more time to look at the antenna I found SWR > 3.

Getting out of a warm sleeping bag in the middle of a 
storm or contest to repair ur antenna is not fun not the right time to 
screw with antennas. But who operates in a storm anyway??? (Make sure ur 
life insurance is paid up!)

Personally for open line feeders I have been buying inexpensive plastic 
rod at a local plastic supply house. For insulators on small or 
temporary dipoles I use scrap quarter inch plexiglass which machines 
nicely. The plexiglass can be rounded so it will pull through trees 
without hanging up.
